The Hope and Nicola Cattle Trail. 

On Wednesday last, during the do- 
bato on the Estimates, Mr. Mara com- 
plained of thoro being no appropria- 
tion for a cattle trail botwoon Hope 
and Nicola, fallowing the Coquhalla 
River, and proceeded to Bbow the ad- 
vantages that such a road would have 
over tbo old trail, and the benefits it 
•would confer on the farmers of the 
Nicola, Thompson and Okanagan 
valleys. Ho frankly stated that, al- 

' though not representing that district, 
bis interests wero bo interwoven with 
thoso of the farmers of the interior that 
he couhl not remain silent, and further, 
that in ndvocating the building of a road 
iJ miles distant from his place of busi- 
n )9s and oua that must be of groat bene- 
fit to every stock raiser in the District, 
no one eould charge him with being ac- 
tuated by selfishness in the mattor. 
Instead of Mr. Mara receiving that sup- 
port from the members of the District 
that should have been accorded to him, 
wo tiud them, if not opposing the appro- 
priation asked for, stating that they were 
not aware that such a road was wanted. 
One hon. gentleman stated that ho had 
been all through that portion of the Dis- 
trict, and had never heard such a road 
asked for. Another read extracts from a 
letter showing that the road was not re- 
quired, and the third stated that were 
such a road wanted ho would doubtless 
have heard something about it. We go 
thus fully into this explanation because 
one of the members on rising tho follow- 
ing day to a question of privi'ege, dis- 
claimed having offered any opposition to 
tho scheme. But the ourious part of it is 
that in less than forty-eight hours after 
those hon. gentleman had informed tho 
House that they knew nothing of tho 
wants of their constituents regarding the 
Coquhalla Eoad, a petitiou was received 
by them, signed by nearly one hundred 
Bottlers of tho District, praying that the 
government would taka into their consi- 
deration the "distressed condition" of the 
stock raisers of the interior and givo 
them a road, enabling them to dispose of 
their cattle in the now only market in the 
Province. Now it is a matter of little 
moment to us who called tho attention of 
tho government to this important matter; 
nor is it of much importance to thostock- 
raisers of the iutarior whether tho sub- 
ject W'as introduced by an hon. member 
from Yale, Kootenay or Cumox. What 
they want is that tho Trail should be 
mado, and as it has been brought before 
the members of tho District officially, we 
hope they will lose no time in impres- 
sing upon the Executive that immediate 
steps should be taken to prevent this fa- 
tal drain on tho country. We have in 
previous articles shown that the Provinco 
is pttuuganuually nearly §150,000 for beef 
and wehave also shown that tho country 
cast of the Cascades is capable of 
fiupplying the demand for this market. 
The duty of the Government, then, is to 
open up the shortest and easiest road to 
the lower couutry. The distance by the 
proposed road from Chartres, on the 
Nicola.to Hope, is 60 miles; while by the 
old trail via Hope Mountain is 174 miles; 
but the advantage is slight whon compar- 
ed with that of altitude. The highest 
point in the Coquhalla Pass by tho sur- 
veyed route is 3,300 feet, while the alti- 
tude of tho Hope mountain is not less than 
5,800 feet. The snow in tho Coquhalla 
goes off a month earlier in Spring, and 
tiie road can bo travoled a mouth later in 
the Pall. One great drawback that fann- 
ers have to contend with is that the Hope 
Mountain is only passiblo for animals 
for four months in the year. To stock 
this market, then, twelve mouths supplies 
would have to be driven during four 
mouths. There is very little feed about 
Hope, and it is well known that fat cattle 
fed on bunch grass, if turned out on the 
lower Fraser, will fall oil from ten to 
twenty per cent. By the now road stock 
men will have an open road during, say. 
nix months in the year. Now what is 
tho duty of our Government who pro- 
fess such au ardent desire to assist the 
farmers of the interior V It is to take 

a portion of the 8105,000 proposed to bo 
expended on a wagon load from New 
Westminster to Yale, and open up the 
road to Hope from Nicola. Of this §105,- 
000 the largo sum of §86,000 belongs to 

the Yale District. Will any sane man 
say that if the proposition was left to the 
voice of tho people of Yale-Lytton Dis- 
trict, there can bo any doubt as to the re- 
sult V We think not. We say, therefore, 
that this is t lie people's money. It is money 
belonging to tho settlers of Yale-Lytton; 
money for which they were asked to re- 
open tho "Terms of Union," and jeapor- 
dize the commencement of theRuilway; 
and the people by thoir petition have stat- 
ed how a portion of it should be well 
expended; and their prayer, reasonable 
as it is, should bo granted. Unless this 
link bo supplied the enormous expendi- 
ture of money proposed between New 
Westminster and Yale would bo of little 
inimodiato at'vantago as providing a 
means of sending stock forward to tho 
seaboard, at least from beyond tho Cas- 
cades. 



The Closing Seene. 

It may not be amiss to oxplain for the 
bonolit of thoso unfamilar with such mat- 
ters that, under that form of administra- 
tion known as Bosponsiblo Government, 
tho speech with which the Governor 
opens or closes a session of the Legisla- 
ture is cooked by his Ministers, and that 
all ho has to do is to spoalr. whatever 
words are put into hi3 mouth. Keeping 
this fact in viow, tho Governor had a 
nauseous mess to doliver yesterday, His 
Honor will pardon us for thinking that 
he oulogized measures his own good 
sense must havo eondoninod. "Self 
praiso," it is said, "is no recommenda- 
tion." Cortainly yesterday's speech 
abounds with tho questionable commo- 
dity. Do Ministers imagino that by this 
nnblushing solf-praiso thoy can succeed 
in making tho pooplo believe that bad 
measures are good, or that failure is suc- 
cess? As was stated in a former article, 
tho session has not been wholly devoid 
of good rosults; but it so happens that 
for nono of those can tho Ministry claim 



expenditure of money is concerned, it 
still remains tobo seen whether the money 
can be had without too groat a sacrifice; 
and even if it can, we are not quite suro 
that, in every instance tho object would 
justify tho expenditure of borrowed 
money. There can be no question what- 
ever as to tho pressing neod of the coun- 
try; but it has been soou how, with 
sheer want staring them in the face, tho 
people in every District havo risen above 
tho temptation and- declared their wil- 
lingness to suffer on rather than imperil 
the interests of their couutry. In this 
respect the peoplo havo, indeed, Bhamed 
thoir representatives.

Provincial Legisla- 
tive Assembly. 

THIRD SESSION, 

Monday, March 2. 

Tho gallories began to 11 1 1 a little after 
two o'clock and n number of ladies and 
gentlemen cnmo in and took their seats on 
tho lloor of tho House. Among the for- 
mer wo noticed Mrs. Trutoh, Miss l'in- 
der, Mrs. Armstrong, • Mrs. S. Finhtison, 
Mrs. Williams, Mrs. Long, Mrs. Thomas 
Harris, Mrs. Higgios, Mrs. Ward, Mrs. 
Balkley, Mrs. Johnston, Mrs, Jackson, 
Mrs. Smithe, Miss Buustor, Mrs. Onus. 
Todd, Mrs, Aikman, Mrs. Kriemler, Mrs. 
Clark, Chief Justice Begbie and Justices 
Crease and Gray were also on the lloor of 
tho Hotiso. 

At 2:u0 p.m. tho Speaker took the Chair 
and read tho return of tho writ for the 
election oE two members for tho District 
of Victoria. Tho members elect were 
then brought forward, Dr. Tolinie being 
introduced by Mr. Robsou, and Mr. W. 
A. Robertson by Mr. Humphreys, and 
having been du'y sworn in and introduc- 
ed to tho Speaker, were conducted to 
their seats on the Opposition benches. 
Tho House then adjourned until 3 o'clock. 

His Honor left the Government Build- 
ing at precisely three o'clock. He was 
received by companies 1 and 2 of tho Mi- 
litia, under Onpt. Roscoe, (M.P. elect], 
tho band playing the National Anthem, 
and escorted to t ho Parliament Building 
which His Honor, preceded by the Ser- 
geaut-at-Arrus bearing tho macs, entered. 
He was accompanied by his Private Se- 
cretary, Lieut. -Col. Houghton, Capt. 
Hare, II. N., and Lieut, Izatt, U.N. 

The Clerk of tho House read a list of 
tho Acts passed during the session, to- 
gether with tho Governor's assent. 

Tho Governorthon gjjoseeded to deliver 
the following 

speech: 

Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative 
Assembly: — 

I thank you for the attention which yon 
havo given to yonr duties during a pro- 
tracted and not uneventful session. 

Tlio policy of preparing our Province 
for settlement, by the building of coloni- 
zation roads and trails, the construction 
of important public works, and tho exten- 
sion of surveys, upon a scale not hither- 
to attempted, meets with my hearty ap- 
proval. 

This policy is tho true basis of a suc- 
cessful immigration scheme in tho future. 
Its advantages aro not even confined to 
success in this quarter. It will stimulate 
trade. It will improve the condition 
and increase the prosperity of our farmers 
by affording them easy access to new and 
at present inaccessible markets for the 
sale oi their produce. It will ensure pro- 
fitable employment to our mechanics. It 
will develop our mineral wealth. It will 
materially assist our pastoral interests, 
and thus retain for expenditure in the 
Province partially, if not wholly, large 
sums of money which have hitherto been 
paid by ub to foreign markets. I have 
therefore cheerfully assented to tho ap- 
propriations, which you have, with pru- 
dent liberality, made for these objects; 
as beneficial results of a permanent char 
aeter are sure to follow from legislation 
so directed. 

I shall not hesitate to avail myself of 
tilt) powers placed at my disposal to ob- 
tain tho funds necessary to carry out this 
policy, either, as expediency may direct, 
through the medium of the Act to amend 
Article.! 2 and 12 of the Terms of Union, 
or by means of the provisions of the 
Loan Act, being ful ly satisiied that the 
former Act cannot invalidate, or tervoas 
a pretext for any alteration in the Bail- 
way clause, which forms tho main bond 
of our alliance with Canada. In this mat- 
ter of paramount importance to the Pro- 
vince, I shall uct in the future ns I have 
SLQied iu tho past — steadfastly objecting 
to any relaxation of its conditions— 
■strongly protesting against its non-f uliil- 
l^ont — and strenuously renewing my ef- 
forts to secure its faithful performance, 
following the course which 1 pursued on 
the 25tU of July and 4th November last, 
I have, in compliance with your recent 
Address, again entered a strong protest 
against t he continued breach of agreement 
referred to. 

I regard with satisfaction the liberal 
provisions of the bill amending the law 
relating to the acquisition of our Crown 
lands. 

Tho simple and inexpensive mode of 
Registration of Voters, under the Act to 
which I havejjust given my assent , will he 
found satisfactory when carried into 
practice. 

I thank you in tho name of Her Majes- 
ty for the Supplies which you havo voted. 

Before relieving yon, I may add that 
tho interest and importance of tho ques- 
tions which you have decided will mark 
this as a memorable session in our his- 
tory, and I feel confident that its results 
■will omiuontly promote the welfare of 
oar Province. 

Tho Hon. Provincial Secretary then 
Announced tho prorogation of tho House 
until ' Monday, tho -ith May next, and the 
Governor, accompanied by Ilia stall', 
left tho building.

Please hand copy of following to 
each member for Yale, also publish : 

We tho undersigned, electors and 
residents of Yale District, hereby rep- 
resent that your constituents have 
heard with alarm that tho Hon. Mr, 
Mackenzie, Promior of Canada, has 
publicly said that he will soek for a 
relaxation of the Terms of Confedera- 
tion, and your constituents havo also 
heard that the local Government in- 
tendJcapitaUzing tho guarantee for 
tho building of tho graving dock and 
borrowing a larg amount of money 
from the Dominion Government. 

Your constituents think that it 
would be dangerous in any way to in- 
terfere with the Terms of Union, or to 
borrow any money from the Govern- 
ment of Canada until the same is sub- 
mitted to the people for their ap- 
proval. Your constituents, therefore, 
bog to request that you, as our re- 
presentatives, will not support the 
Government or assist in any way in 
altering tho Terms of Union. 

We also state for your information 
that this Petition is thoroughly under- 
stood and unanimously endorsed by 
this Meeting. You are, therefore, re- 
quested to be guided by it in your ac- 
tions so far as tho Terms of Union are 
concerned and vote against tho Gov- 
ernment capitalizing scheme. 

The following Resolutions were put 
to the Meeting and passed, viz: —

mously carried, That this meeting en- 
dorse the foregoing memorial and that 
if any of our members deviate from the 
same that the electors of tho District 
demand his resignation immediately 
as our representative in Parliament.

The rumor was if tho new Government 
appealed to tho country they would 
come back so weak that they could not 
stand, now it is that they nre so strong 
that thoro is great danger of their falling; 
tho wish is the father of the thought 
with a good many. 

I can find among Sir John's old 
friends scarcoly one who attempts to de- 
fend tho "Pacific Scandal" but from old 
associations there is no doubt he has 
ninny warm personal friends, but that 
fooling cannot put him in power again to 
govern tho country, and many of his 
warmest friends express the opinion that 
he will never be in power again. His 
majority at the last election was only 
130, but 3G now does not .show that his 
star is in tho ascendant. 

Tho only members of the ministry now 
hero aro Messrs. Scott, Mackenzie and 
Cartwright, the others wo expect early 
next week when we may expect matters 
will be looked into. 

The Premier is perhaps tho most hard- 
working, industrious, pains-taking and 
cloarheaded of them all, and i hear all 
who have como in contact with him on 
business matters eulogiso him in the 
very highest terms and I am satisfied, 
most deservedly so, and the contrast bo- 
tweou him and his petty, tyrannical, 
predecessor, Langovin, is of the most 
striking character. I do not believo tho 
latter has left a single friend behind him 
to say a good word for him. Prom what 
I loarn Mr. Cartwright tho minister of 
Finance is tho right man in tho right 
place, notwithstanding Sir John's abuse 
of him because ho dared to act tho part 
mi honest man, ho is a gentleman* in 
every respect, highly educated and pos- 
sesses good financial ability. 

Rumour says that us soon as tho min- 
istry assemble thcro is to be an overhaul- 
ing of all the departments, the iucapa- 
blos nnd useless drones dismissed, and 
the necessary capable offioers put on a 
proper footing, this is as it should bo 
and tho country will endorse such a 
course. 

Our Canadian press are begining to 
tako much more notice of British Colum- 
bia, and its affairs than heretofore, and 
your Parliamentary debates aro copied 
and spokon of with some interest, "J'is be- 
yond a doubt that Mr. Mackenzie promis- 
ed Mr. DeCosmos Fifty Thousand pounds 
towards your Pry Dock, not as an "equi- 
valent" for tho Id years interest on £100,- 
000, at 5 per cent. .which would amount 
to only say £ 28,000, but j n consideration 
of that and other reasons which he will 
no doubt fully explain to Parliament 
when tho estimates are brought down. 
But the £50,000 will not bo paid over at 
onco, but I take it ns tho work progresses, 
t think it is to be regretted that Messrs. 
MeCroight and Robertson spoke of Mr, 
Mackouzio as they did during tho debate 
iu Parliament, and at the public meeting. 
Had they expressed a doubt as to Mr. 
DeCosmos property understanding Mr. 
Mackenzie, there might be some cxciuo 
for them. 

Now as to your Railway, concerning 
which you all seem to be in such a fever, 
threatening "disunion" and all sorts of 
things. Pray be cool, calm and collected 
—bo sure of ono thing, we nil know hero 
who profit most by the union, and if al- 
lowed, Mr. Mackenzie will not bo driven 
from oflice, if yon should even send six 
opposition members over from British 
Columbia; but pray do not send orna- 
mental members, send us some who can 
and aro not afraid to Bpeak, not ball- 
room ornaments full of self-importance. 
The pay your members receive ought to 
bring forward good men, with mileage it 
counts close to if not over £'2,000 per an- 
num. 

Host assured of ono thing, faith will bo 
kept with British Columbia; but not in 
such a manner as to ruin this country. 
The present debt of the Dominion 
amounts to something like ono hundred 
millions of dollars, and surely you don't 
expect Canada to more than double that 
debt to build your road iu the next seven 
years. 

In April 1871, a complimentary dinner 
was given here to, now, His Excellency 
Governor Trutch, nt winch that gentle- 
man made a very eloquent, excellent ,»nd 
generous speech, ami among cither things 
stated that the Contract was nol a "cast- 
iron" one, ami referring to the 1(1 years 
as the estimated period it would take to 
build tho Railroad, he very generously 
said. "If it had been put at twelve or 
fifteen years Brilsh Columbia would have 
been just as well satisfied, and if tho es- 
timated period had been reduced to eight 
years wo would scarcely have beer, better 
pleased." Now wo behove you are a pret- 
ty intelligent community and don't think 
you will feel disposod to exact tho pound 
of flesh." 

There is not a doubt but that tho Mac- 
kenzie Government will push the road in 
every possible and practical way, and 
there is no doubt it will be completed 
within. fifteen years. Sir John and his 
friends havo raised a hue and cry that 
faith had been broken with British Co- 
lumbia and that had ho continued in pow- 
er tho road would have been built within 
tho ten years. Is there u man on tho 
Pacific Coast believes anything of tho 
sort? Why it is close on 3 years siueo 
the exploratory survey was commenced. 
and they are about as far advanced with 
it to-day us thoy woro at tho commence- 
ment; but it is asserted hero by those who 
pretond to know, that when Sir Hugh Al- 
len was in London trying to raise tho 
money to build tho road, he found a 
difficulty in making arrangements on tho 
ten years contract and that on application 
here tho time was extended to fourteen 
years. The truth of this will be tested 
erejlong; so that it would appear the old 
Government wero not exactly keeping 
faith either, tho only difference seems to 
bothatMr. Mackenzie had toldyouplain- 
ly what he intended to do and the others 
bound thomHolves and kept promising to 
do what thoy know thoy could not ac- 
complish. \ 

You have no doubt hoard of tho fire at 



Rocky Mountains. A largo portion of 
the British Columbia plans have been 
saved it is said, alid last season's work 
was not in the building at all, but in tho 
Parliament buildings where the engineers 
were at work. ' So far so good, but! hear 
that parties aro again goingoutin Spring, 
but whetnor to run now lines or tho old 
ones over again is hot yet kuown. There 
is reason to think there will boa reorgan- 
ization of the survey itself. It is not Sir 
Hugh Allan who has to pay tho expense 
of tho survey now, and it is not likely an- 
other million of dollars will be squander- 
ed as heretofore. 

Acorouor'3 impieBt has boon held on 
the late lire and the result has been throw- 
ing t\\a bhuno on tho Department of Pub- 
lic Works for carelessness and having 
really no one to look after papers of sucii 
value. Mr. Fleming in giving his evi- 
dence before tho coroner, among other 
things stated that "he had his own opin- 
ion as to how tho fire originated,' and it 
bus been remarked that it was strange the 
coroner did not ask for that opinion; 
it might not bo legal ovidenoe; but 
it might perhaps lead to tho 
somo important point. Perhaps Mr. Flem- 
ing has communicated his opinion to the 
government. Tho Opposition Press have 
been trying to make it appear that the 
fire was caused through tho instrument- 
ality of tho present government in order 
to delay the Road. Ono thing however is 
certain there was not a mrn connected 
with the Survey or tho building burned, 
who was not employed by the late gov- 
ernment and pretty much through politi- 
cal influence also, so the less said on that 
subject tho better. Again, others say that 
there wan so little to show for tho im- 
mense expenditure of a million of dollars 
that perhaps it wan just as well that the 
fire tool; place, but all theso rumors must 
be taken cum grano suits. 

Parliament will not meot beforo tho 
early part of April, so your members will 
doubtless bo on hand. 

Tne Governor-General and lady Duf- 
ferin are in Montreal whero 'tis under- 
stood they are to remain for ten days, at- 
tending a skating carnival and other 
amusements. Some people remark that 
at the present moment, just after a gen- 
oral election and when tho Ministry aro 
about assembling at the, Capitol, it would 
bo quite as well for His Mxcellency to bo 
here, considering tho present agitated 
state of the country. 

Tho citizens here aro making arrange- 
ments to give His Excellency a grand 
ball m the Senate Chamber after Lent. He 
lias been exceedingly hospitable and gen- 
erous, and has not been entertained at all 
yet. at the Capital. Viator. 



Bad News from Ashantee 

Lo.vnov, Feb. 25— A report has reach- 
ed here that agreatbattlo has been fought 
at Coomassie between tho Ashantees and 
the fo'-ce under General Sir Garnett Wol- 
sley. The engagement is said to have 
lasted a wdiole day and to have closed 
with no decided result, The loss of the 
British troops is given at 300, inolud- 
iug many oflicers. Tho Highlanders alono 
are reported to have had 150 killed. Gen- 
eral Sir Garnett Wolsley was said to have 
boon in need of reinforcements, which 
wero 150 miles off. 

London, Feb. '25— Tho War Oflice has 
received no reports of the battle said to 
have occured between Sir Garnett Wols- 
ley's army and tho Ashantees, but and 
unofficial, though circumstantial, dis- 
patch was received nt the Admiralty Of- 
lico, stating that a battle was fought at 
Accromba, Jan. 81, and not at Coomassie 
as reported. Among tho killed aro Maj. 
Baird ami Capt. Buckle. The Globe, says 
if the news be true a great disaster has 
befallen the British arms, and tho only 
course left to Sir Garnett is to effect a 
safe retreat to the coast. 
1 A special to the Standard says the Ash- 
antees entirely surrounded tho British 
army, but wero eventually driven off with 
great loss. The priucipal war chief of 
the Ashantees was killed. The king lias 
taken command of all his armies in per- 
son, and it was expected that lit! would 
renew the attack. February 5th was the 
day decided upon for the storming of 
Ccomassie, 

Further particulars of the battle be- 
tween Sir Garnet Wolsley 's forco anil the 
Ashantees states that tho fight lasted from 
G in tho morning till .'5 in tho afternoon. 
Seventeen British officers were killed or 
wounded. Tho loss sustained by the na- 
tive allies is unknown, but was very 
heavy. The communications of the Bri- 
tish troops witli the rear is threatened. It 
is believed another largo force of Ashnn- 
tees is approaching Coomassie from the 
Southwest.

mall steamer "Prlnci Alfred" for the rem lines:- Invari- 
ably shown by them to further the objects of the So- 
ciety. 

'I'he La.li. s Committee (organized anil distributed 
over 10 districts, covering the whole ol the City) have 
p roved most useful, and have prevented much delay 
in the administration of assistance from lime to time. 
One or two attempts at Imposition have lo be 'record- 
ed, which howev. r were met and frustrated: but it is 
gratifying to know that tho Soclity'a help hns been 
found acceptable where the recipients would have 
shrunk from making known tin ir distr. ss known. 

The good objects of the Society aro so broad and 
cimpTcbcusive lu their characti-r that they should 
command the sympathy and support of the well dls- 
nosed throughout the Province, and it Is tberelorn 
hoped that the receipts of the present year maybe 
augmented so that the usefulness of the Society may 
not in any event bo jeopardized .
